SOFIA. BULGARIA - Delayed- 
The government of Bulgaria, tra­ 
ditionally the most impoverished 
and backward country in Europe, 
pretends to be fully independent 
of Russia. 


The word ••satellite’* ma d e 
Peter Butov, ranking member of 
the cabinet, bristle at an inter­ 
view today. 


' We are not a satellite,” said 
he. "We are a progressive coun­ 
try on our own with little or no 
ties with Moscow." 


This was typical of the stuff 
I’ve >een hearing from the Com­ 
munist officials for nearly three 
weeks. 


Butov should have known bet­ 
ter than to get his dander up. 
He has served as the Bulgarian 
delegation chief at the U.N. and 
for several years was a member 
of his country’s legation in Wash­ 
ington. I have to assume that he 
learned that American people 
are not so naive as they some­ 
times seem. 


The fact is that Bulgaria is 
tied more firmly to the Russian 
shirt-tail than any other satellite, 
and never forgets Russia as being 
her big brother. Among other 
things, there is a historical reason 
for this. Bulgaria was under the 
heavy heel of the Turks for 500 
years before freed by Russian 
troops in 1877 and 1878. 
The principal reason is that 
the Communist party increased 
its membership from 1,000 to 
650,000 between 1944 and 1963 and 
this particular Commie camp is a 
hard-shelled outfit, aping the Mos­ 
cow line with little deviation.

What he refused to say is that 
Bulgaria remains more of a se­ 
cret police state than any of the 
satellites and that the Agrarian 
party is merely a completely con. 
trolled front for the Communists 
as a vehicle of meeting unrest in 
the hinterlands.

A letter complaining about 
the condition of Levittown 
Parkway has been sent to 
Gov. William W. Scranton 
by 
the 
Bristol

In the letter, Township 
Manager Vincent H. Hartley 
says: 
"This highway was 
taken over by the state de­ 
partment of highways ap­ 
proximately two years ago 
and, ever since, has deterior­ 
ated from bad to worse. Hie 
road is one patch, due to the 
great number of pot-holes. 
The center strip and the 
right-of-ways which previous­ 
ly were weU maintained, 
are overgrown more than 
they are cut." 
Great Interest 
The letter points out the 
great interest shown in the 
development of Levittown by 
visitors from all over the 
world, and says: 


"Today, I am sure that if 
you c o u l d see Levittown 
Parkway you w o u l d be 
ashamed to have any visit­ 
ing personage see this biri)* 
way in its present condition 
due to apparent lack of in­ 
terest for this heavily-tra­ 
versed road.

"I feel that you would 
definitely agree that no in­ 
dustry would be interested 
in coming into a community 
where such utter disregard 
is given to proper mainten­ 
ance of not only the Levit­ 
town Parkway, but to other 
state-maintained highways in 
the area,” the letter con­ 
tinues. 
The letter appeals to the 
governor to "at least have 
your personal representative 
visit our area and inspect 
the situation that is preval­ 
ent and report directly to you 
of their findings."

The structural steel frame build- 
tog, of masonry exterior, will con­ 
sist of a center auditorium seat­ 
ing 200 persons and two wings, 
one for police administration and 
the other for township offices.

Mato entrance to the contem­ 
porary riylfc building will be off 
Bath Road. Parking space for 
150 cars will he black-topped and 
lighted at night. 


Th# area will also include 1,400 
square feet for a township ga­ 
rage to house police cars and 
other vehicles, including highway 
department and park sad shade 
tree equipment. 
The air-conditioned building will 
replace the present township mu­ 
nicipal building, dating from Co- 
tanto! times, located at 88 Holly 
Drive, Levittown.

Wasted A Cushion 
The last minute efforts of M. 
L. Pete Madway and Bernard 
Herman to raise millage one mill 
for "a cushion to prevent deficit 
spending” were over-ridden when 
Charles Thompson, board mem­ 
ber reminded them the tost min­ 
ute desire tor a "cushion is a 
traditional anxiety of the board.”

Each 
must agree to bring all its trash 
and garbage to the incinerator 
to guarantee low-cost operation. 
Offers Savings 
Lucisano declared that a prop­ 
erly operated municipal incinera­ 
tor would save each municipality 
money and also solve the land­ 
fill problems now existing. 
Municipalities currently are at 
the mercy of the owners of land­ 
fills big enough to handle trash 
and garbage, he declared. 
Current charges to trash col­ 
lectors come to approximately 
$6.50 per load that is dumped. 
Lucisano said that emit at the in­ 
cinerator could be much lower. 
They would be determined by 
the actual costs of operation, he 
said, since the authority can not 
be a profit-making enterprise. 
Ne Definite Date 
Lucisano could not say when 
the study of costs would be com­ 
pleted but he expects it to be 
ready within a month or so. 
The Lower Bucks County Joint 
Municipal Authority now operates 
both water and sewer facilities 
for all Levitt-built homes to Low­ 
er Bucks as well as for many 
adjoining properties. 
It consists of three representa­ 
tives each from Tullytown Bor­ 
ough and Bristol Township. Luci­ 
sano has been its chairman since 
it was formed IO years ago.

MOSCOW (UPI)—Soviet cosmo­ 
naut LL Col. Valery F. Bykovsky 
set new space endurance and dis­ 
tance records today. 
(Radio monitors to London, 
meantime, heard space woman 
Valentina Tereshkova report to 
Soviet ground stations that she 
was “ready to record data on 
manual descent.") 
Moscow radio reported that By- 
lovsky, whirling to twin orbits 
with Valentina, had completed 
1,625,000 miles of cosmic travel at 
pjn. (8 a.m. EDT). 
The record had been held by his 
fellow-cosmonaut, Maj. Adrian Ni- 
kolayev, who completed 64 orbits 
to his 84 hour and 22 minute 
space flight last August. 
Bykovsky, who was fired toto 
the cosmos Friday, today com­ 
pleted his fourth day to space* He 
was joined to his cosmic flight on 
Sunday by the world’s first space 
woman, Valentina, who is 26. 
Valentina completed her 29th 
orbit today, eclipsing the to p 
American performance of 22.9 or­ 
bits set last month by Maj. Gor­ 
don Cooper. 
Observers noted, however, that 
the apogees, perigees and orbital 
times of both spacecrafts had de­ 
clined. 
Tass said at 3 p.m. <8 a m. 
EDT) that Valentina’s Voriok VI 
was orbiting at a minimum alti­ 
tude of IQS miles and a maximum 
of 135 miles. Her orbital time 
was 88.1 minutes. 
This compared with a perigee 
of HO miles 
and an apogee of 
139.5 miles at 9 am. (I a.m. 
EDT). 
The figures for Bykovsky, ac­ 
cording to the 3 p.m. <6 a.m. EDT 
announcement were a maximum 
altitude of 120 miles, a minimum 
altitude of ie miles and an orbital 
time of 87.8 minutes. 


‘Freedom Stay-Out’ Orderly 
Negroes Boycott 
Classes In Boston

Hundreds of Negro high school 
students boycotted their classes 
today in Boston to a “freedom 
stay .out” protest against segrega­ 
tion. 
Negro leaders estimated that 
between 2,000 and 3,000 of about 
5,000 Negro junior and senior 
high school students stayed away 
from s c hool . Those who cut 
classes reported to “freedom cen­ 
ters” for instruction to Negro 
history and other subjects. 
Although the boycott was or­ 
derly, a special police riot squad 
stood by to move into any trouble 
spots. 
In New York, a beefed-up force 
of more than IOO policemen pa­ 
roled a section of Harlem where 
street fights involving about 1,000 
negroes broke out last night. 
Twenty-five negroes were arrest­ 
ed and two policemen were in­ 
jured slightly. 
At Cambridge, Md., where Na­ 
tional Guardsmen are on duty to 
prevent a recurrence of racial 
violence, Negroes voted to resume 
racial demonstrations at 8 p.m., 
unless negotiations with white 


leaders are renewed. Justice De­ 
partment attorney Edwin Gutb- 
man offered Negroes the "good 
offices” of the department to set­ 
tling the Cambridge situation 
peacefully. 
A group of national church lead­ 
ers agreed at a meeting with 
President Kennedy to Washington 
Monday to set up a national com­ 
mittee to work at all levels for 
solution of racial problems. The 
President also apparently won 
substantial Republican support for 
his civil rights legislative pro­ 
gram.

er Medgar Evers, Mooday was 
named temporary Mississippi field 
secretary of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People (NAACP) at Jackson, 
Miss.

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‘No Concrete Proposals,’ McDonald Tells USW Leaders 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) 
—United 
Steelworkers President David J. 
McDonald, painting what close 
observers viewed as a dismal pic­ 
ture, told officers of his union to­ 
day that he had “no concrete” 
contract proposals despite hun­ 
dreds of meetings with industry 
leaders. 
McDonald’s terse statement at 
a news conference threw a tem­ 
porary cloud over the workings 


of the joint union 
-management 
Human 
Relations 
Committee 
(HRC), but he contended that 
“I still haven’t given up hope.” 
The union leader’s remarks to 
the news media came after he 
had met for a brief 30 minutes 
with the combined membership 
of the USW’s Wage Policy Com­ 
mittee and international Execu- 
have certain recommendations to 
make to the Wage Policy Com­ 


mittee today .but added: 
“I have none.” 
“But I still haven’t given up 
hope,” he said .“Right after this 
(news conference) I am going to 
call on the steel industry repre- 
setatives and attempt another 
meeting of the Human Relations 
Committee. 
”1 want to make it absolutely 
clear that there has been no fi­ 
nal understanding in the Human 


Relations Committee or with any 
other source on any matters un­ 
dertaken. . 
McDonald said. 
The present contract in basic 
steel does not expire until a year 
from now, but both sides have 
been free since May I to seek 
re-opening of the current agree­ 
ment on several issues. 
lf the union should seek formal 
re-opening, it also would be free

Tax ‘Curbing’ 


Is Approved 


WASHINGTON — (UPI) — The 
House Ways & Means Committee 
voted today to raise $500 million 
in new revenue by curbing item­ 
ized tax deductions for individ­ 
uals. 
The new restrictions would bar 
individuals from claiming deduc­ 
tions of the federal income tax 
returns for the state and local 
taxes they pay on gasoline, auto­ 
mobile tags and drivers’ licenses, 
cigarettes and alcohol and other 
beverages. 
General sales’ taxes would re­ 
main a tax-deductible item. So 
would property taxes and income 
taxes paid to states or munici­ 
palities. 
The new tax rules would take 
effect next Jan. I. Thus, it would 
not apply to taxes paid this year 
or to returns filed next spring. 
Tine proposal was approved as 
the committee worked on a com­ 
promise version of President Ken­ 
nedy’s tax . revision - and - re 
duction program. It was the big­ 
gest revenue-producing provision 
that 
has 
won committee ap­ 
proval. 
The 
new 
tax 
rules 
were 
adopted as an alternative for the 
more 
sweeping 
curb 
recom­ 
mended by Kennedy on individu­ 
als' itemized tax deductions. Ken­ 
nedy had proposed that an indi­ 
vidual who itemizes his deduc­ 
tions be permitted to deduct only 
that portion which exceeds 5 per 
cent of his income.
